Chicago Has New Dairy Laws. 


The Chicago .city council ha« just 


passed some new and stringent laws 
relating to the milk trafflc. 
Thcro 


has been for a long time mneh com- 
plaint of the very looao way In which 
milk was bought and sold In that 
city. Its handling was otten conduct- 
ed under conditions that wero likely 
to make milk a conveyor of disease. 
Moreover, In some of tho poorer lo- 
calities the milk sold for whole milk 
was both skimmed and watered. In 
many cases It was so nearly sour that 
Its use for chil ren's food resulted In 
much sickness and somo mortality. 


Tho new laws create a milk and 


food departmctt 
in tho 
board 
of 


health. One of the most startling In 
novations In the rule that all cans 
containing nUlm milk shall be paint- 
ed bright red. This Is becauso the 
eale of. skim mill; has been largely 
conducted under the pretense of sell- 
ing whole milk. It is not desired to 
prevent tho t-alo of skim milk, but 
only to prevent Its sale as unskimmed 
milk. 
Tho cleanliness of cans and 


other milk-holding utensils Is to bo 
rigidly enforced. 


Mixtures of any two or more of the 


following 
articles 
Is 
prohibited: 


Whole milk, hklmmed milk, cream, 
condensed milk and buttermilk. Cans 
containing any one of the foregoing 
are required to be labeled In three- 
Inch letters. The caps of bottles aro 
similarly required to be stamped. Tho 
test provided for milk Is 3 per cent 
butter fat and 9 per cent other solids, 
a total of 12 per cent solids. For 
cream the minimum fat must he 15 
per cent. No skim milk can bo sold 
If It contain* ICES than 8.5 per cent ot 
solids, Including butter fat. Watered 
milk, adulterated milk and Impiiro 
milk will not be permitted to bo sold 
at all, nor am the milk be sold from 
cows dlneascd or kept In a filthy con- 
dition or fed on slops or refuse. Any 
attempt to fc-il Mich milk will result 
In a tine of from $r> to $200. Impure 
or condemned milk must 
bo 
des- 


troyed. Cow stables must bo washed 
dally and diseased animals must bo 
kept away from the well ones. Hcfuse 
matter must not henceforth be stored 
In dairies. 


As a notice that the laws adopted 


Monday last are to ho enforced, the 
milk Inspectors on Tuesday seized 
twelve cans of watered milk 
and 


poured their contents Into thu gutter. 
The men that sent thorn cannot bo 
fined, as they aro outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the city. It Is doubtful, how- 
ever If they send any more watered 
milk to Chicago. 


Errors In Milk Testing. 


Professor Ucklcs of tho 
Missouri 


•tatlon says: If cream Is tested by 
measuring out with tho 17.G c. e. 
pipette, as Is done with milk, the 
reading will be too low for two rca- 
tons. The bawls of tho Habcock tes't 
Is 18 grams. The 1C." c. c. pipette de- 
livers this weight of milk, but as 
cream Is more adhesive than milk, a 
considerable amount will stick to tho 
•pipette. In sour or thick cream this 
error may bo as much as 1.5 per cent. 
This error Is easiest removed by fill- 
ing the pipette about one-third full 
of warm wnur. shaking to loosen tho 
cream from the sides, then adding this 
to the cream In the bottle. The other 
cause tor error is on account of tho 
lightness of the cream, as compared 
with milk. 
A 17.0 c. c. plputto full 


of cream does not weigh quite 18 
grams, the 
regulation 
amount, 
but 


somewhat less, depending upon th« 
richness of the cream. If It Is neces- 
sary to have an exact test of cream, 
It can bo obtained best by using deli- 
cate scales and weighing out the de- 
sired amount. 
Scales especially ar- 


ranged for this purpose can now bo 
purchased at a reasonable price. Tao 
temperature at which cream bottles 
nro read is of great Importanca. A 
difference of over 1 per cent can bo 
made by changing the temperature 
from 110 degrees to ISO degrees; ex- 
tremes often 
met 
with 
In various 


testers. 
Tho exact temperature at 


which reading is correct has not yet 
been determined, but should bo some- 
whore about 120 degrees. The best 
•way to get bottles at a proper tem- 
perature IB to set them In a pan deep 
enough to bring tho water up near 
tho top of the bottle.

cows, but always with a full blooded 
sire and, by the tlmo his get Is old 
enough for breeding, I change my 
sires, only using the same one two 
years.
